Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  I966. 

The  Estimated  Mid-Year  Home  Population  was  11,900 
persons,  this  being  60  less  than  in  1965*  Births  numbered 
144  (141  in  1965)9  ^nd  of  these  11  were  illegitimate  (9  in 
1965).  There  were  3  stillbirths  (O  in  I965).  Deaths  from 
all  ca,uses  totalled  I69  (I8O  in  I965)  and  there  was  one 
death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age  (3  in  1965)*  There 
were  two  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  (O  in  1965)* 
Cancer  was  the  cause  of  death  of  41  persons  (34  ia  1965)« 
Motor  vehicle  accidents  were  the  cause  of  2  deaths  and  all 
other  accidents  caused  5  deaths  (4  and  2  in  I965).  There 
were  2  suicides,  one  male  and  one  female  each  in  the  55  ~  64 
5^ears  age  group  (O  in  I965).

C  OMPREHEliS  I VE  DEVELOPMENT 


In  1956  >  "two  of  the  older  areas  in  the  town,  namely  the 
Eis hers gate  Area  and  the  Central  Area  were  scheduled  as  areas 
of  Comprehensive  Development  under  the  West  Sussex  Develo  jiiiont 
Plan. 

The  Pishersg8.te  Area  covered  eleven  acres,  seven  of 
which  were  scheduled  for  industrial  redevelopment  and  four 
for  residential  redevelopment.  The  Central  Area  originally 
comprised  I6.64  acres  but  approximately  2.56  a.cres  have  been 
taken  for  the  West  Sussex  County  Council’s  recent  proposals 
for  the  improvement  of  A.259>  leaving  14.28  acres. 

The  Comprehensive  Development  wa,s  undertaken  by  the 
oouth\Tick  Urban  District  Council.  The  scheme  involved  the 
demolition  of  390  dv/ellings  and  the  transfer  of  the  e>3tab-“ 
lished  shops  to  a  new  site  in  a  more  convenient  and  central 
position. 

The  residential  redevelopment  in  the  Pishersgate  Area 
provided  for  I56  units  of  housing,  and  included  a  launderette, 
a  block  of  4  shops  aiid  42  garages,  all  of  v^hich  have  bt..e.n 
completed.  Planning  for  the  industrial  redevelopment  has  been 
commenced . 


The  North  part  of  the  Central  Area  was  developed  as  the 
8h0j)ping  Centre,  which  occupies  4-9  acres  and  comprises  39 
p-^hops,  22  maisonettes  and  I6  flats  together  v/ith  garages^  The 
Shopping  Centre  was  officially  opened  in  I962.  The  development 
on  the  site  is  not  quite  completCc 
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The  South  part  of  the  Central  Area  covers  an  area  of 
38  acres  scheduled  for  residential  rfidevelopment  to  ;proyi  -e 


2p9  units  of  housing.  By  the  end  of  I966,  the  number  of 
housing  units  completed  was  139.  The  scheme  also  included  t 
rebuilding  of  a  public  house  and  of  a  printing  works  and  the 
have  been  rebuilt™  Car  parking  is  being  provided  for  on  tt\c 
scale  of  two  cars  per  three  dwellings.

Colony  counts  ait  22*^C.  alter  three  days  and  37'^C  after  one 
day's  incubation  were,  except  in  the  case  of  Milo  Qalc,  generally 
loi-j  in  number.  Three  saiPiples  of  treated  wa.ters  out  of  a  total  of 
3221  exauTiined  showed  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms.  It  is 
felt,  in  viev/  of  the  presence  of  the  correct  amount  of  chloramine 
in  each  of  these  samples,  that  such  results  were  due  possibly  to 
faulty  sampling  or  examination  technique. 

Dally  samples  of  rav;  and  treated  waters  were  again  taicen  at 
Ivlle  Oak  pumping  Station  from  30th  June  to  30th  December  as  a 
result  of  pollution  of  the  underground  water  following  upon  heavy 
rainfall  during  June  of  last  year.  The  pollution  was  of  such  a 
nature  that  the  Surveyor  of  the  Portslade  Urban  District  Council 
was  requested  to  examine  further  the  sewer  im  the  Mile  Oak  area, 
even  though  this  had  been  investigated  and  repaired  in  the  vicin.ity 
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of  Mile  Oalc  Pui:aping  Station  during  the  latter  half  of  19^5* 
results  obtained  during  December  of  19^6  shov7  that  as  faults  in  the 

sev\rerage  system  are  uncovered  and  i*epaired,  pollution  of  this  \7ater 
is  getting  progressively  less.  Abbreviated  chemical  examinations 
were  carried  out  at  weelcly  intervals  throughout  the  year  on  all  raw 
waters  and  a  general  chemical  and  mineral  examination  has  been  made 
on  six  samples  of  each  of  the  Dep artment *  s  sources.  Copies  of  the 
reports  on  these  examinations  made  on  all  ray;  y/aters  in  November 
1  9C6  are  appended.*^ 


Bacteriological  examina^tion  together  \7ith  chloramine 
determinations  have  also  been  male  on  974  samples  of  y/aler  from 
service  reservoirs.  Of  this  total  seven  samples  showed  the  presence 
of  coliform  organisms  in  low  numbers.  Two  of  these  y/ere  taken  from 
Telscombe  Reservoir^  t;7o  from  Lancing  North  Reservoir  and  one  from 
High  Park  Reservoir. 


A  total  nurfoer  of  9395  samples  were  examined  in  the  Department’s 
Laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these,  3^373  samples  were  submitted 
from  the  Worthing  later  Department. 


3-  Since  all  the  y/ater  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is  little 
likelihood  of  ajiy  plunbo  solvent  action  and  no  evidence  of  such 
action  is  apparent. 

4.  Chlorination  y/ith  post  a^mmoniation  of  all  ray;  walers  is 
practised  continuously  with  the  exception  of  the  pui.iping  stations 
at  Palcham,  Mile  Oak,  Sonpting  and  Ley/e s  Road,  wkere  super  and 
dechlorination  is  utilised  before  the  addition  of  ammonia  to  form 
chloramine  in  the  final  treated  y/ater. 


In  the  event  of  any  ray/  y/ater  shov/ing  evidence  of  ba.cterial 
pollution,  sampling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals  and  a  survey  of 
the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  cause  of  such 
pollution.  Ih  iddition,  if  it  is  considered  necessany  appropriate 
avdjustment  of  those  gas  dosages  used  in  the  sterilisation  process 
is  made.

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SE'^AGE  AHD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Portslahe  anrl  Sonfhwjck  Outfall  Sewerage  Board 
is  the  authority  responsible  for  the  disposal  ofsewage 
in  the  District. 

The  wb^le  of  the  District  is  served  by  a  system  of 
foul  sewers  discharging  into  the  Sewerage  Board’s 
intercepting  ^nd  tank  sewers  and  from  these  by  a  control¬ 
led  discharge  well  out  at  sea.  There  is  no  treatment  of 
the  sewage. 

An  investigation  has  been  started  into  the  Council’s 
Storm  Water  Drainage  System  for  the  lowest  level  part  of 
the  District  with  a  view  to  obviating  the  difficulties 
caused  by  the  apparent  inadequacy  of  part  of  this  system 
in  times  of  heavy  rain. 

In  times  of  heavy  intensity  rain  storms,  excessive 
amounts  of  surface  water  run  off  the  Downs  and  reach 
Upper  Kingston  Lane.  To  alleviate  this,  the  Council,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District 
Council,  have  made  additional  soakaways  and  surface 
water  traps  across  bridle  paths. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  is  collected, by  covered  refuse  collecting 
vehicles,  from  every  house  and  shop  in  the  District  each 
week.  The  refuse  is  takento  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant 
at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting  which  is  jointly  used  by  the 
Worthing  Rural  District  Council,  the  Shoreham-by-Sea 
Urban  District  Council,  the  Portslade  Urban  District 
Council  and  the  Southv/ick  Urban  District  Council.  At  the 
Plant  the  refuse  is  discharged  from  the  vehicles  into  a 
hopper  and  from  this  it  passes  on  to  a  moving  belt  from 
which  salvageable  materials  are  separated  out  and  the 
residue  taken  to  pulverisers.  The  pulverised  material 
is  deposited  in  layers  in  the  Halewick  Valley. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  has  provided  and  maintains  public 
conveniences  at  the  Green  and  at  Southwick  Square  for  men 
and  for  women,  and  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  for  women.

Since  1957 >  the  South;/ ick  Council  has  been  one  of  'bhe 
constituent  authorities  of  the  Hove,  Poi-tslade  and  Southw'ick  Joint 
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Committee  on  Atmospheric  Pollution,  which  was  formed  in  that 
year . 

The  Joint  Committee  co-operates  with  the  Ministry  of 
Technology  (formerly  known  as  the  Department  of  Scientific 
a.nd  Industrial  Research)  in  its  investigation  of  atmospheric 
pollution,  part  of  which  inves tigation  is  the  measurement 
and  recording  of  the  contaminants  of  the  air,  namely; 

a)  deposited  matter  -  grit  and  dust  (undissolved 

deposit) 

b)  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide. 


The  Joint  Committee  undertook  to  measure  (a)  above, 
e.nd  certain  sites  were  selected  in  the  districts  of  the 
Gonstituent  authorities  by  the  then  Deprortment  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  The  sites  are  classified  and 
numbered  according  to  the  type  of  deposit  to  be  monitored. 

There  are  two  sites  in  Southv/ick;  Southwick  1  which 
monitors  general  deposits  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and 
Southwick  3  which  monitors  a  local  industrial  source  in  an 
area  of  low  density  housing.  Each  site  is  given  a  code 
number  so  that  comparisons  of  similar  sites  throughout  the 
the  country  can  be  made. 


The  deposited  matter  is  collected  at  each  site  in  a 
British  Standards  Deposit  Gauge  and  sent  monthly  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  analysis.  A  copy  of  the  results  of  the 
analysis  from  ea,ch  each  site  is  sent  to  the  Director  of  the 
'larren  Spring  Laboratory,  Ministry  of  Technology  and  the 
results  from  all  the  sites  in  the  country  are  published. 


The  results  are  expresso'd  as  milligrammes  per  square 
metre  per  day  and  for  each  code  a  range  is  gi^en  for  the 
largest  group  of  sites  in  the  same  code,  mg'/m'^d.  The  ranges 
for  the  code  numbers  of  the  Southwick  sites  are  given  belows

Southwick  3  ”  "  3  ”  50-100 

On  the  following  two  pages  are  graphs  showing  pa.rticul- 
ars  of  the  deposits  at  the  respective  sites.  Graph  I  relates 
to  Site  1  and  Graph  II  to  Site  3*  The  pink  hand  indicates  the 
Range  and  from  the  graph, therefore ,  the  relative  position  of 
the  site  can  be  seen.  At  Site  1  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
relative  position  is  mainly  below  and  at  Site  3  the  same  £is 
the  Range.  It  is  important  to  note  that  any  given  pollution 
measurement  characterises  the  locality  round  the  site  and  not 
the  whole  town.

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IMPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES 


Discretionary  Grants 

In  accordance  with  Section  30  of  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions ) Ac t  1950,  grants  may  he  made  by 
local  authorities  to  help  owners  to  improve  houses  to  a 
good  standard  or  to  convert  them  into  flats.  These  grants 
p.re  known  as  Discretionary  Grants. 

In  1966,  the  Council  paid  £131*  4s.  6d.  and  £154o10p10 
respectively  in  respect  of  t?/o  applications  for  discretion¬ 
ary  grants . 


Standard  Grants 

In  accordance  with  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act 
1959  (as  amended  by  the  Housing  Act  I96I  and  the  Housing 
Act  1964)  local  councils  are  required  to  make  grants  knovm 
as  Standard  Grants  for  the  provision  of  all  or  any  of  the 
follo¥7ing  amenities  which  a  house  lacks 

a)  a  fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom; 

b)  a  v/ash  hand  basin; 

c)  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  a  fixed 
ba.th  or  shov/er,  at  a  wash  hand  basin  and 
at  a  sink; 

d)  an  inside  v/ater  closet; 

e)  a  satisfactory  food  store. 

These  grants  can  be  claimed  as  a  right  subject  to 
certain  conditions. 

In  1966,  the  Council  paid  £70  in  respect  of  one 
application  for  a  Standard  Grant. 


Compulsory  Improvement  of  Dv/el lings 

The  Housing  Act  I964  -  Part  II  -  makes  provision  for 
the  compulsory  improvement  of  dwellings.  No  action  was 
taken  in  19^6  under  this  Act. 


Modernisation  of  Council  Houses 

The  Council  is  carrying  out  a  programme  (l958”1963)  of 
modernisation  of  Council  houses. 
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HOUSING  ADVANCES 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Small

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FACTORIES  SHOPS 


AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Faotories  Act  19^1,  District  Councils  have  certain 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health  and  welfare 
provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according  to  whether  the 
factory  is  a  power  factory  or  a  non-power  factory,  i.e.  v/hether 
mechanical  pov/er  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are  concerned 
vYith  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and  sanitary  conveni¬ 
ences. 


In  poxver  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement  relating 
to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

The  law  relating  to  outworkers  is  dealt  w^ith  in  Sections  1 33 
and  134^  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  outvYork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are 
specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the  I/Iinister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in 
the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner 
lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed  by 
them  as  outworkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority 
Y/here  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of  employment  of  the 
outiYorker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the  factory  is  situated 
the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to  forward  the  name  and 
address  of  any  outiYorker  to  the  appropriate  District  Council. 

Section  134  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  premises. 

On  the  next  tv70  pages  are  tables  showing  the  prescribed  partic¬ 
ulars  which  are  required  by  Section  I53(l)  of  the  Factories  Act  l96l, 
to  be  furnished  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their  Annual  Reports 
with  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  I  and  VIII  of  that  Act  which  are 
administered  by  the  District  Council.
